The Provincial minister of Agri- 
culture says he would rot be 
surprised if the area under crop 
this year is found to be tweuty 
per cent less than that of last year, 
The estimate is rather better than 
others that have been made, but it 
comes from a man well qualified 
to speak on the subject. It is likely 
that owing to the scarcity of 
farm labor a good deal of the land 
sewn will be less carefully pre- 
pared than usual. The outlook is 
that unless the season is more than 
usually favorable the yield next 
fall will be materially smaller 
than that of last season, As a 
great proportion of last year’s 
crop has not yet got to market it 
does not follow that the income of 
the farmer will be proportionately 
smaller, That is the important 
point. 


Some industrious — statistician 
has counted them up, and reports 
that the Borden Government have 
appointed just \cighty-two com- 
missions since they came into 
office four and a half years ago.

One of ‘tthe greatest problems which 
confront the military leaders of the 
different countries is to Bupply the 
soldiers with adequate satisfying food, 
Napoleon spoke truly when he said 
that armies fight on their jbellies, The 
British commissariat has had = many 
problems to solve, not the ‘ieast of 
these being to Keep Tommy well pro- 


vided with jam and marmalade, Tom- 


my is a rather particular person about 
his food, and his sweet tooth has to 
be satisfied, The Itussian soldier pre- 
sents an easier problem. ‘All he asks 


is plenty of “sychee,” a sort of gruel 


or thick soup mace of pork, oatmeal, 
potatoes and cabbage, boiled together 
with salt and other seasoning. The 


French soldier also consumes vast 
quantities of what he cails “soup,” 
although in reality tt is a thick and 
nourishing stew, made of ‘meat, po- 
tatoes, and various other vegetables. 


Italian soldiers demand their wegular 


supply of macaront and spahettl, and 
and little meat, Their diet consists 
largely of farinaceous foods, fruits 
and wine, the latter ‘being Issued as 
part of thelr regular rations. The 
German soldiers get their meat ra- 
tions largely in tthe form of sausage. 
Give a Teuton plenty of sausage with 
beer to wash it down and he ds per- 
fectly content. The Writikh fighters 
from India demand @ ‘menu entirely 
different from that of the Tommies, 
and the 'Turoos of (the ‘French army 
are also peculiar in thelr tastes.

The semolina is served 
wither plain, or with the addition of 
vegetables, sometimes with a littie 
mutton or goat-flesh added, On this

VEGETARIANISM, 

The first eminent physician of
